1 . Claims 1 -5, 7, 9-1 3, 1 5, 1 7 and 1 8 allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
applicant's remarks (p. 6-7 01/21/2008), the primary reasons for allowance is the 
inclusion of the following limitations in each of the independent claims directed towards 
wireless communications for selective transmission of data among a group of mobile 
computing devices: 

receiving a selection of at least one of the mobile computing device from 
the list for receiving a transfer of data stored on the particular mobile computing 
device, the selecting performed at the graphical user interface by a user; 

prompting, using the graphical user interface and only in response to a 
received selection comprising a single mobile computing device, the user to 
select a wireless communication type from the group consisting of an infrared link 
and a radio frequency (RF) link, otherwise automatically selecting the radio 
frequency link; and 

performing the transfer of data stored on the particular mobile computing 
device to the at least one mobile computing devices using the wireless 
communication type selected at the particular mobile computing device." 
(from claim 1 , similar limitations found in claim 9) 
This subject matter is not found in the prior art, nor is it obvious in view of the prior art.
